Herewith we present to you our annual report, show- 
ing the financial standing of the County as rendered by 
the County Treasurer, examined and approved by us 
and the County Auditors, for the year ending April 
30th, 1887. Also reports of County Treasurer, Supt. 
of County Farm, Clerk of Supreme. Court, Sheriff, 
Jailor, Solicitor, Physicians and report of County Con- 
ventions. 


Actual indebtedness over assets April 1, 1887, 
as shown by Treasurer’s report, $11825.48 


As is well known to the citizens of Coos County, the 
alms house has been under the able and efficient man- 
agement of Mr. and Mrs. S. G. Hanatord since the 
opening of that institution some twenty years ago. 
Undoubtedly the present season will close the term of 
their services at this institution. We feel that in the re- 
tirement of Mr. and Mrs. Hanaford the County loose 
a judicious management and humane officials in the dis- 
charge of their duties. 

We would again call attention to the law passed last 
session in regard to the support of disabled soldiers out- 
side the county alms house, also the increase of foreign 
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population in several towns in the county, which large- 
ly increases the expense of the county in the mainte- 
nance of the poor, and suggest whether or not some 
further legislation is needed to protect the county in 
such cases. 

The erection of anew court house at Lancaster in 
the place of the one destroyed by fire in November last, 
is under a contract to be built by Mead, Mason & Co., 
of Concord, which calls for its completion in season 
for October court; when completed it will be a modern 
and substantial building and a credit to the county. 
We desire to express our thanks to the selectmen and 
overseers of the poor in the several towns throughout 
the county for the assistance they have rendered in the 
care of the poor and unfortunate in their several 
localities.

County Convention. 


Owing to the burning of the Court House at Lancas- 
ter, a County Convention was called at Lancaster on 
the 9th day of December, 1886, for the purpose of tak- 
ing some action in relation to the rébuilding of said 
court house. 

At said convention a full delegation was present, and’ 
the following resolutions were adopted ; 

Resolved :—That the sum of fifteen thousand dollars 
is hereby appropriated to rebuild the court house and 
county Offices, on the present court house site in J.an- 
caster village, and that any part of said sum not expen- 
ded on completion of said building be covered back into 
the county treasury. 

Resolved :—That the County Treasurer be hereby 
authorized to hire such part of the fifteen thousand, by 
this convention appropriated to rebuild the court house 
in Lancaster, as may be necessary, at as low a_ rate of 
interest as possible. 

Resolved :—That the County Commissioners for said 
county are advised and instructed by this convention, 
to appoint an agent or a committee of one, to take the 
immediate charge under them, of the rebuilding of said 
court house; that they cause a plan of the proposed 
court house with full and complete specifications, both 
as to the material aad manner of building, to be drawn 
as soon as may be, and then to receive proposals from 
builders for erecting said building according to said 
plan and specifications, and to close a contract for 
building the same with the lowest responsible bidder, if 
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they think best; so that by the said contract the work 
is begun in the early spring and rapidly pushed on _ to 
completion. 

Resolved :—That the County Commissioners be ° re- 
quested toprocure a set of books and call in all the 
land transfers recorded in the Coos County Register of 
deeds prior to Nov. 4, 1886, the date of the burning of 
said records, to be recorded on the best terms at the 
county expense, 

Voted to adjourn without date.
